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(54) ALARM SYSTEM FOR PORTABLE RADIO EQUIPMENT USE 
(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To automatically request the stop of 
use to the user of portable radio equipment by outputting a 
reception signal while capturing a radio wave signal to be generated 
at the call origination or call termination time of portable radio 
equipment, reproducing a warning voice and displaying a warning 
message. 

SOLUTION: A reception part 1 is provided with an antenna 2 and 
selectively captures a call originating radio wave for communicating 
with a base station when the power source of portable radio 
equipment is turned on, or a radio wave to be generated at the time 
of call termination. A carrier detection part 1 1 converts the 
presence/absence of a carrier wave into an electric signal and 
outputs it through an amplifier part 12 to a switch part 13. A voice 
reproducing part 20 previously records the warning voice to be 
inputted from a capacitor microphone 45 or is provided with a 
recorded IC, reproduces that voice corresponding to the output 
signal of switch part 13 and outputs it from a speaker 40. Switches 
26 and 27 are test switches or recording/reproducing changeover 
switches. A switch 15 selects any one of three ways of voice only, 
display only, and both voice and display. Corresponding to an 
instruction from a signal processing part 10, the alarm sentence is 
displayed on a display part 30. 
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
